speculation, a course which places tho 
student out of touch with his surround- 
ings, and leads to such results as still we 
see in India as well as China, an ill con- 
sidered striving after foreign ways, ‘and an 
impatience in submitting to them, There 
must also be taken into account the strong 
provincial spirit which is showing itself so 
hostile in many places to the Central Gav- 
ernment, notably m connection with tho 
West River affairs, to which I have already 
alluded, also with the Chekiang Railway 
Concession, which lod to the. recent 
ubortive attempt to boycott the Hongkong 
und Shanghai Bank in Shanghai, and 
with mining and railway concessions else- 
where. Tho worth of all this, for good or 
ovil, we cannot. cusily estimate, but one of 
its aims would appear to be to create 
difficultics between the Imperial Govern:

The point to make is that there is no 
sign of such’ cpndemnation in China. 
The standards are low, ideality is lack- 
-ing, ignorance prevails. The propaganda 
of tho West socks to remedy these 
evils, fully aware that perfection does not 
reign in Europe, but ‘not therefore in 
hypocrisy as might be soppesed by any 
ubintelligent Chinese reading parts of Dr 
Morrison's apeech, and not realising how, 
niueh of it was spoken in jest. I wish you 
had tried to make that clear. Dr Morri- 
son cannot complain if even his occasional 
speeches should be taken thus seriously, 
When he speaks the world listens, The 
great position that he has won for himself 
carries with it that perhaps rather heavy 
ponalty. What he said was well enoug! 
suited to the occasion if it had begun and 
unded there, but it waa the approhonsion 
that what he said would be roproduced in 
the native newspapers all over China which 
created doubts in more minds than one as to 
ita wisdom. Dr Morrison spoke approvingly 
of the politicn! knowledge and insight of 
the editors of these newspapers ; it is to be 
hoped that their honosty of purpose will 
have led them to resist the temptation to 
use some of the weapons which he put into 
their hands. ‘In particular I thought it 
unfortunate that he should have soumed to 
oncoumge the cry of “China for tho 
Chinese." Used in a general way tho aa- 
piration commands sympathy, but there is 
no injustice in withholding sympathy when 
the ery is interproted, in his own words, 
to mean—“ China to build hor own ruil- 
waya, to develop her own mines, to take an 
interest in the manogement of her own Cur- 
toms." Chinn has neither the men nor the 
meuns to build her own railways, to deve- 
lop her own snines, to administer hor own 
Customa. To encourage her to try is to 
ansure delay, to arrest development, to im- 
pair her credit, her greatest political needs. 
Tho quicker railways aro built the more 
rapidly will her powor be consolidated. Tho 
dyvelopment af her mineral woalth would 
provide her with the menns of préviding 
for adminiscrative und other reforms. 
Those are self-evident truths, even to the 
Chincae, What is hidden from thom is 
that any necessity exista fur expedition in 
these matters.

CHARGES OF PERJURY. 


Witnesses Committed For Trial. 


a dramatic ending this morning when His 
Lordship the Ch sf Justice (Sir ,Francis 
Piggott) ordered the arrest of a number of 
witnesses from Amoy to bu tried for per- 
jury. Tho casa was one in which tho 
return of $5000 was sought for, the’ money 
haying been paid ta a firm in Amoy under 
misapprehension. At tho conclusion of 
tho hearing the Chicf Justice gave judg-, 
ment for the plaintiff and mndo the order 
referred to above, holding that there hod 
been A conspiracy. This is the second 
{acension on which His Lordship has exer- 
eised* the powers given him under tho 
Ordinance, and he did so in this case in 
order to protect the Courtfrom being made
